GROGERYMAN 


(375 In Loot Obtained By Holdup 


Men Late Saturday 


ACTIONS HAD BEEN WATCHED 


One of Pair Threatens Store- 


keeper's Life, Police Are Told 


Two masked bandits armed 
with 


revolvers at 11 p. m. Saturday held 
up Jacob H. Haege, grocer, at 230 N. 


, robbed him of $100 in cash, 


$275 in checks, threatened his life 
and escaped southeast with Haege in 
pursuit. 


One bandit described by Haege as 


a big negro and the other as a small 
white man, entered the store with 
drawn frun* while Haege was check- 
ing up the day'« receipts- 


"Throw up your hands and keep 


quiet," the negro commanded as he 
flashed his gun at Haege who stood 
back of the cash register with the 
money on the counter. 


Both advanced to the cash register. 


The white man scooped up the money 
in bills and currency and the checks. 


"Come out from behind the coun- 


ter," the white bandit commanded as 
he pocketed the 
money and 
both 


kept their pistols levelled at the gro- 
cer's head. 


Near the front door 
the 
negro 


stuck his gun against Haege's ribs 
and threatened his life if he raised 
an alarm. 
"I will kill you if you 


holler or follow us," threatened the 
negro as he and his companion backed 
out of the door and ran south on 
Cole-st and turned east on High-st. 
ALARM RAISED 


Haege raised an alarm as soon as 


the two bandits started to escape. 
He told police he jumped into his au- 
tomobile and followed them to the 
United Brethren church at Higb-st 
and Cole-^t, where he lost trace of 
them- 


Police scoured the neighborhood 


but were forced to return to head- 
quarters empty handed. 


Haege said he had $50 in a pocket 


book and had taken

from the safe to place with the day's 
receipts. 
He had all the money on 


the counter when the bandits entered. 


"They knew I had the money on 


the counter fpr they didn't force me 
to open the cash register," Haege 
said.

As a result he 
is manufacturing straight thru the 
winter on a three million car basis 
and in spite of thfs it is estimated 
that the loss this year in Ford can- 
cellation will exceed a half million 
due to failure to be able to deliver 
cars when wanted. 


Last year this time ve had few 


orders on hand with deposits for fu- 
ture delivery but nevertheless we 
were unable to fill more than two 
hundred orders.
